Germany during the firat three months of 1951:

(4) Dye stuffs, 560 tons.

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b. Exports from China: 


(1). Soy beans, 2,500 tons. 
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( 5) Miscellaneous, including silk, casings, hides, and — native 
products, 360 tons. 


(2) Vegetable oils, 800 tone. 


(3) Peanut o11, 630 tons. 


(4) Tea, He tons. 
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These figures vere compiled by the Committee of Finance and Eeonomics of the 
Government Administrative Council, and thia trade is in accordance with the 
nrevisions of the trade vact sisned by China and Fast Germany in October 1950. 


Values of commodities exchanged are not equal; final settlement of the balance 
of trade Retween the two countries will be made at the end of 1951. 
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
